BERLIN, Sept. 18.-—Dr. Walter Snell, for- 
mer, judge in the Circuit court of Dresden 
and an official of the Saxon reserve, who is 
on trial before a bench of his former col- 
leagues tor embezzlement and fraud, told on 
the witness stand today how he campaigned 
in Chicago a few years ago for a millionaire 
bride. Dr. Snell was at that time the Ger- 
man imperial vice consul in Chicago. 

The plea of the defense is the one usual in 
Germany in criminal cases of this sort— 
namely: that he contracted his “* debts in 
the arm expectation of Mquidating them 
with his wife's dewry.

MEMORIAL RITES IN CHICAGO. 

Memorial services in honor of the late Em- 
peror Mutsuhito were held last night by 
the Japanese residénts of Chicago at Abra- 
ham Lincoln center, in accordance with 
Christian rites. 

The services consisted of prayers, me- 
me rial addresses, hymns, and salutes to the 
late emperor More than 300 Japanese men 
and women attended the services, which 
were vresided over be Yaoichi Shimdzu, 
chancellor of the Japanese consullate. 

The program began with a Japanese hymn, 
followed by reading of the scriptures by 
Damezo Takimoto. The Rev. Shigeo Fujii 
offered a prayer. The assembly then gave 
a respectful salute to the late emperor by 
rising to the feet and bowing low. 

Tne memorial addresses were deHvered by 
Dr. Shigeo Yamanouchi of the University of 
Chicago, Hidetaro Yamaguchi. tea mérchant 
cf Chicago, and Consul Shimdzu. The ag- 
dresses were followed by another hymn. a 
second imperial salute, and a prayer by the. 
Rev. Misaki Shimazu. 


Tenno, the emperor of Japan, “are held by 
Christian rites tonight, said Consul Shi- 
midzu. Meiji Tenno was not only the 
greatest emperor Japan ever had but was 
one of the greatest rulers in the world.

Mikes Official Greates New 
Office and Will Revise 
the Rules. 


Seventy Militiamen Kept at Pen- 
itentiary as a Matter of 
Precaution. .

Jackson, Mich., Sept. 13.—[Specia!.)j— 
Warden Simpson is actively engaged in re- 
organizing his staff. He hes created a new 
office, inspector of the guards. who is made 
the special agent of the warden, and has 
been given a large share of his powers. He 


is required to keep tab on the guards within | 


the walls, but he also will look after their 
morais outside of the prison. 

The warden also has appointed a new man 
as night captain of the guards, deputy warden 
and assistant deputy warden. In addition 
he is changing the rules because some of 
them do not pertain to conditions now pre- 
vailing in the institution. How long ago these 
rules were printed could not be ascertained. 
The warden declined to show @ copy of 
them. He also has revised the form of ap- 
plication used by men desiring to become 
guards. These new forms will require ref- 
erences regard'ng the character, ability, 
and training of the applicant. 

The oath of office taken by guarde is being 
amended and changed. The warden ex 
plained that he desires to make the wording 
more distinct, so that each man will know 
what he fs swearing to do ani not to do 
when he accepts a position. 


Doesn’t Fear Any More Trouble. 

Fear has been expressed oy some residents 
of the city that there will be more trouble in 
Jackson prison. They think it may start 
outside. There are many ex-convicts, and it 
is reported some of them have threatened to 
blow up the prison walls with dynamite. 
Warden Simpson has no fears of such 
trouble. 

About 3 o'clock this morning a soldier on 
the rear wall saw a man hidden behind a. 
telegraph pole within fifty feet of the high 
stone barrier. This was opposite the power 
plant of the penitentiary, and several of the 
eight convicts employed therein were re- 
ported outsidt of the power plant. The sus- 
pect Was ordered to throw up his hands. In- 
stead he jumped into the high weeds of a 
vacant area. The soldier fired one shot, but 
failed to hit his target. 

The warden thinks the man was trying to 
throw opium, morphine, or some dope 
mixture over the wall. 

“ Do you believe there will be another out- 
break?’ he was asked. 

No, repli the warden. Everything 
is quiet and orderly inside. The prisoners 
are working more diligentiy and behaving 
better than at any time since I have been 
connected with the institution. Besides, the 
g ards and officers are giving better service.“ 


Few Tubercular Convicts. 
Accordéing to Warden Simpson tuberculosis 
has not gained much footing in the Michigan 
prisons. He says that the penitentiary has 
only eight or ten cases and suspects, while 


It is planned to send all of consumptive con- 
victa to a prison hospital at Ionia, which is 
now under construction. 

No fixed policy regarding the disposition of 
the products of the prison industries here 
have been worked out. At a meeting on Aus. 
90 of the joint. prison and affiliated boards 
ot Michigan, O. H. L. Wernicke, president 
of the board of control here, advocated com- 
petition between prison and free labor, under 
certain general restrictions. That plan has 
been tried out in several states and bas been 
abandoned where union labor organizations 
are strong. 

In Illinois, for example, union men have 
stopped the sale of all prison made articles 
from Joliet, with one or two exceptions, and 
the output of these has been limited. 


PARDON OFFICIAL’S VIEW. 

Laporte, Ind., Sept. 11.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. 1 most heartily commend your 
splendid efforts along the line of reformation 
in the management of penal institutions. 
The methods which have been in vogue in 
Michigan hark back to the age of brute force, 
fhen man’s inhumanity made him but a half 
specimen of manhood. My official relations 
with the penal institutions of Indiana are 
convincing thet kindness, twentieth century 
humaneness, will accomplish more for the 
moral betterment of the inmate than the 
swish and torture of the whip. 

The day has come for a larger charity in 
dealing with the nation’s unfortunate. There 
are few men in whom there are not instincts 
which can be made responsive to the call for 
the best there is in the individual. There are 
few penal institutions in the United States 
where discipline is better maintairied than in 
the prison at Michigan City, and the excel- 
lent conduct of the men is due to a humene- 
ness which is worthy of emulation by men 
who would make men rather than develop 
the anima! which Is within the human body

North Carolina Governor Orders 
Investigation of Tragedy 
at University. 


Chapel Hill, N. C., Sept. 

‘hile undergoing hazing at the hands of 
sophomore students of the University of 
North Carolina at an early hour this marn- 
ing I. W. Rand, a freshman, of Smithfield, N. 
C., received injuries from which he died in 
a few minutes and before medical aid could 
be secured. 

Rand's jugular vein was severed when he 
fell from a barrel and struck a broken glass 
pitcher. He bied to death while the hasers 


fied. 

No official statement of the accident has 
been issued, although an investigation is in 
progress. Four arrests have been made and 
a number of others are expected within the 
next twenty-four hours. The faculty of the 
university as well as state officials are active 
in obtaining all details. The accident Is ex- 
pected to lead to a crusade against the prac- 
tice of hazing throughout the state. 


Sophomore Tells All. ' 

W..L. Merriman of Wilmington, N. C., a 
sophomore, accused of being the ringleader 
of the hasers, was the first man placed under 
arrest. He made a clean breast of the affair 
and his part in it, and implicated Ralph T. 
Oldham t Raleigh, A. D. Hatch of Mount 
Oliver, and A. H. 8t. Bryon of Wilmington. 

There were a number of spectatorg present, 
but Merriman and these three were the ones 
who put the freshman through the course of 
sprouts, as it is called here. 

From the reports received it seems that 
some of the sophorhores were putting a num- 
ber of freshmen through a course of sprouts 
on the campus. A barrel was used, the vie- 
tims being placed within and given a joy 
ride about the greensward. Victims declare 
no care was exercised to see that this barrel 
contained no protruding nails, and several 
were slightly. injured. 

Next the barrel was righted and the fresh- 
men forced to show their proficiency in dan- 
cing on its head. If they failed to please the 


spectators; the barrel was tipped or kicked 


over and the helpless victim precipitated to 
the ground. 


How Rand Met His Death. 


It was after midnight when the four soph- 


mores called at Freshman Rand's room, 
pulled him out of bed, and marched him to 
the campus, where they proceeded to hase 
him to the amusement of a big crowd of fel- 
low students. 

Rand was dancing on the barrel top, and, 
fgiling to, please the sophomores, it was 
kicked from beneath him. In falling he 
struck the broken glass pitcher, inflicting a 
large wound ir nis neck. 

The hazers, with the exception of Rand's 
roommate, went away at once. The room- 


mate-summoned assistance, trying to get | 


Rand to one of the campus buildings, but the 
injured man bled to death before medical 
aid could be secured. Rand's roommate, who 
had previously undergone hazing, remained 
at his side until he died. 


Governor Orders Inquiry. 

Upon learning of the fatal accident. Gov: 
Kitchin telegraphed to President F. P. Ven- 
able of the university, ordering a rigid in- 
vestigation and requesting that the parties 
responsible for the death be immediately 
placed under arrest and held without bond. 

President Venable says that so far as the 
faculty knew, hazing had been stamped out 
several years ago, and that its existence was 
not known until the accident. He is pros- 
trated by the tragedy.

The resignation was accepted by the coun- 
cil without comment and Ald. James Costello, 
Democrat, was chosen to fill the unexpired 
term of six months. 

Mr. Moore was elected in the spring of 1911, 
although the city is normally Republican 
Ever since his inauguration there have been 
complaints that the city. Was being run 
wide open, and there have been rumors of 
graft. 

All of the bankers of the city were present 
at today’s session of the grand jury and were 
interrogated concerning the deposits of 
money by certain public officials and others 
who were accused of collecting graft money 
from the gambling houses, saloons, and dis- 
orderly houses. Twenty-five policemen also 
were summoned to tell what they knew about 
local conditions.

Washington, D. (. Sept. 18.—({Special.}]— } 
“Labor's 1912 political program will be 
promulgated tomorrow by Samuel Gompers, 
president of the Américan Federation of La- 
bor. The program will be set forth in the 
official publication of the federation, copies of 
which were made public here today. The 
keynote of the political pronunciamento of 
1 Gompers is «embodied in this statement: 

‘ Increase organized labor's representation 
in congress. 

President Taft is scored in Mr. Gompers’ 
appeal.

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CUSTOMS SEIZED BY REBELS. 


Warships Within Few Days of Prinei- 
pal Ports of Island. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 183—American 
warships probably will be sent at once to 
San Domingo as the result of the seizure of 
the cugtom house by the rebels. 

Invasion of the republic by American forces 
also may be necessary, for advices reaching 
the state department today were to the effect 
that the revolutionists has seized virtually 
all the custom houses along the Dominican- 
Haitian frontier, which are under American 
supervision. 

The action of the rebels is puzzling to state 
department officials. Im former revolutions 
the leaders have avoided interfering with 
the custom houses and thus inviting action 
by the United States. Their highhanded 
methods now, it is feared, indicates that no 
foreign property is safe. 


Plans Being Held Secret. 

Plans for the military expedition are being 
guarded with more than usual secrecy. Or- 
ders probably will be issued for the sending 
of several detachments of marines as soon as 
the necessary vessels are forthcoming. 

The gunboat Wheeling at Guantanamo, the 
gunboat Tacoma at Bluefields, Nicaragua, 
and the protected cruiser Des Moines at Key 
West, each carrying a complement of ma- 
rines and a full crew of bluejackets, are the 
most available forces. None is more than 
three days eway from the island. 


Old Revolt Still Alive. 

The latest outbreak is believed to be pro- 
moted by the prime movers in the recent in- 
surrection, which culminated in the battle 
of Dajabon Aug. 4-6, when that place was 
taken by the rebels. : 

Latest reports indicate that that revolution 
never has been completely suppressed. Off- 
clals here believe the movement has been 
fomented by a junta in New York. Gen. 
Horatio Vasquez, a prominent member of 
the cabinet of former President Caceres, is 
interested in it. 

The focus of the revolution is between 
Puerto Plata on the north coast and San- 
chez on the Bay of Samana. .There was a 
sanguinary battle within the last forty- 
eight hours at a small town ip that section. 
Although the Dominican government claims 
vietory for ite army, the rebel movement is 
believed to have sustained no serious check, 
and further hostilities are expected.

The soil in which bulbs are planted should be 

spaded to the depth of a foot at least and 
worked over and over until it is as fine and 
mellow as it is possible to make it. Tou 
can’t grow bulbs well in a coarse and lumpy 
soll. 
A liberal amount of fertilizer must be used. 
The ideal fertilizer for all kinds of bulbs is 
old and well rotted tow manure. It this is 
obtainable use it in the proportion of one-third 
to two-thirds soil, If it is not to be had sub- 
stitute fine bonemeal th the proportion of a 
pound to each yard square of surface or a Iit- 
tle more if the soil is of only moderate rich- 
ness. 

Whatever fertilizer ie used must be thor- 
oughly worked into the soil before planting the 
bulbs. To plant them in a soil of only or: 
dinary . fertility and trust to surface applica- 
tions to furnish nutriment is a mistake. The 
plant food must be down in the soil where 
the roots are in order for the plants to get 
the full benefit of it. 


— 
Aim to have your ground ready for the re- 
ception of the bulbs you have ordered as soon 
as they arrive. If it is not in readiness for 
them do not unpack them and allow them to be 
exposed to the air and light. If it is impos- 
sible to put them inte the ground as soon as 
received store them away in a cool, dark place 
until you are ready to plant them. 
bulbs’ will part with the moisture stored in 


their scales very rapidly, and as this moisture | 


is their life blood, in a vegetable sense, it 
naturally follows that they should be given a 
treatment conducive to the retention of their 
vitality to the greatest possible extent. If 
you want good Gowers you must have good, 
strong bulbs to grow them from. 

If the soil in your garden happens to be of 
a heavy nature. 1 would advise working into it 
a liberal amount of sharp, coarse sand béfore 
putting your bulbs into it. 
it can .be lightened materially, and the labor 
and expense involved will result in a crop of 
flowers that will be far superior to those you 
may expect from a soil with which nothing has 
been done to break up its compactness. 

I would always advise rounding up the bulb 
bed.

BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


HE turnip is a somewhat treacherous and 
tricky vegetable. Its center is often 
corky and light of weight. Even when 
it is not 80 defective, it may be so strong 
in flavor owing to the kind of soil on 
which it has been raised as to be uneatable. 

It is also watery. Formerly it was often 
cooked in its skin to make it less so. To boil 
it until dry effects the same result. 

In spite of all its uncertainties the turnip is 
mh excellent vegetable. Alone or cooked with 
potatoes or carrots or when used as a soup 
flavor it is acceptable to a great number of peo- 
ple. It is worth next to nothing in the hands 
of a poor cook, and many people dislike it 
because it has been served to them from such 
a source.

There are others besides Dr. Tanner who have 
believed that turnip eaters are sweet tempered 
people. He is said to have fed his wife on 
this vegetable during his forty days’ fast in 
order to keep her good natured. 

To mash the turnip is no doubt the standard 
and most acceptable way of preparing this vege- 
It is always excellent with mutton and 
also with roast beef.

MASHED TURNIP—Slice yellow turnips, also 
called rutabaga, and simmer until tender and 
until nearly all the water is evaporated, Do 
not drain, but simmer until nearly dry.

STEWED TURNIPS—Dice turnips and boil 
until nearly e in a little salt water.

Cut off the 
base and scoop out the inside. Season with 
salt, pepper, and butter. Stuff the shells and 
brown in the oven.
